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Citizens ask hard questions, demand immediate answers 


Community communication provided the City 
Council, Tuesday evening, with much excitement, 
about weeds, about “drifters” at the pools behind 
the dam, about planting trees when they are remov¬ 
ed for development, and about code enforcement. 

At the last City Council meeting, Laurie Cooper 
told the council that the city is one of the worst of¬ 


fenders concerning weed abatement and pointed to 
the Sycamore/Grandview area where she said weeds 
had been allowed to go out of control. 

She asked why the city didn’t control their 
weedy areas better, cutting them before they have 
time to seed. 


Council turns thumbs down on fence 


Jerold and Marsha Ingrao tost their appeal in 
the public hearing from a Planning Commission 
decision turning down their request to build a 5-ft. 
fence, at the City Council meeting Tuesday evening. 
Council members felt there “was no reason to grant 
them the right for a higher open wrought iron fence 
than is allowed,” at their 661 W. Orange Grove 
location. 

The City Council also decided to send the ap¬ 
peal by Douglas Delahooke concerning whether or 
not the building at 83 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. is a 
residence or commercial building back to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. At their last meeting. Planning 
Commissioners denied the confirmation of an R-1 
use in the commercial zone at that location. 

Delahooke told the group Tuesday evening that 
the building was constructed in 1925 as a home and 
had only been used as a commercial building for a 
few years after he purchased it from the Harry 
l.anges in 1979. He recently returned it to its original 
use, as a residential rental. 

If the building is used commercially, it must be 
earthquake retrofitted for unreinforced buildings 
(URM), in accordance with the city-mandated cutoff 
date of Aug. 1, 1993. 

The council suggested he apply for a Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit, which would convert it to R-1 use 
in the commercial zone. Delahooke will return to the 
Planning Commission for that request. 

Bill and Marie Sullivan got an affirmative 
answer from the council Tuesday evening for the

Saturday’s rainfall 
of 1.65 in. 
breaks record 

Rain again? 

That’s what Sierra Madreans were saying 
Saturday, June 5, when the rains came down in 
buckets. According to Loren and Dr. Albert 
Metzger, our weathermen, 1.65 Inches f ell t hat^ 
one day, with just a trace the day before, mak¬ 
ing the month’s total at 1.65 inches and the 
season totjil up to 44.67 inches. 

The previous one-day record, in June of 
1899, was 1.11. The daily record before that 
was in 1884 when Pasadena received 1.9 inches 
(and hail) in one day. This date was prior to any 
records kept in Sierra Madre. 

“In only one day we broke the month’s 
record of 1.56, which was in 1913,” Albert 
Metzger told The News this week. 

“What we’re seeing is the El Nino effect,” he 
added.

She was ex¬ 
tremely allergic to peanuts, and within minutes the 
reaction began. Although she had her asthma 
aspirator with her, using it was not enough to relieve 
her allergy symptoms.

Willi friends who were attending the concert at 
the Greek Theater that day, she began to walk to the 
first aid station to get help; however, by the time the 
paramedics arrived, six minutes later, she was in 
cardiac arrest.

“We feel she actually died at the Greek Theater. 
We believe it could have been prevented had she had 
immediate medical assistance,” said her aunt, 
Michelle Lucero, co-owner with her husband, 
Gilbert, of Re.staurant Lozano in Sierra Madre. 

Cara Nicole Yehle was born Jan. 30, 1975, at 
Methodist Hospital, Arcadia, and attended Hayden 
Pre-School. She went to Immaculate Conception in 
Monrovia, attended St. l.ucy’s Catholic High 
School in Glendora and graduated from Arcadia 
High School. Cara was attending classes at Mt. Sac 
and working as a teller at Glendale Federal Bank in 
Arcadia at the time of her death. 

She had always been planning for a career in the 
field of dance. She had begun dance lessons at age 5. 
She was with the Perlorming Arts Group in Clare¬ 
mont for three years and had also taken lessons at 
Pacific Dance Centre in Pasadena. Other dance 
lessons in San Marino also took up much of her 
time. 

She had recently received a letter from UC Long 
Beach inviting her to audition in the dance program 
there. 

Funeral services were held Saturday, June 5, at 
10 a.m. with a mass at Our Lady of Assumption, 
Claremont. Graveside services were at Forest l.awn, 
Covina. 

The scholarship, begun by Dr. Linda Rillorta, 
has been established for dance at Arcadia High 
School. Those who wish to donate’money to the 
scholarship may send checks to Arcadia High 


School, 234 Campus Dr., Arcadia 91006, making 
sure to identify the donation as the Cara Yehle 
Scholarship Fund. 

“We are trying to keep the emphasis on Cara 
and the scholarship fund,” Michelle Lucero told 
The News. 

Survivors include Cara’s parents, Cindy and 
George Weise of La Verne; grandparents Bob and 
Joan Yehle, Sierra Madre; two brothers, Christian, 
11; Jessie Weise, 20; and Kinder Marie, 4. Michelle 
and Gilbert Lucero, owners of Restaurant Lozano in 
Sierra Madre, are aunt and uncle. There are other 
cousins and aunts and uncles also surviving. 



Cara Yehle 
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Reduce Your Risk 

It’s a nightmare image—a gun 
pointing t hrough your window, a hand 
jerking open the door of the car. Car¬ 
jacking—use of force or threatened 
force to rob a driver of an auto— has 
become a new worry for drivers in 
many parts of the United States. 

Although drivers are more likely to 
lose cars through “regular” auto theft 
(when the car is unoccupied), carjack¬ 
ing seems to be on the increase in many 
communities. Carjackers who tend to 
be young, may steal to joyride, to im¬ 
press peers or to get transportation to 
commit other crimes. 

By using some common sense 
preventive measures, individuals can 
reduce their risk of being carjack vic¬ 
tims, advises the National Crime 
Prevention Council: 

• Be alert while getting into and 
out of your car. Always keep your 
key in hand. 

• Keep car doors locked and 
windows rolled up at all times. 

• Be aware. Watch out for 
people approaching you at places 
where you slow down, stop or 
might be distracted. 

• Drive in the center lane if you 
have a choice. 

• Park in well-lighted, well- 
traveled areas, in attended lots if 
possible. 

• Keep your car in good running 
order; keep plenty of gas in the 
tank. Fill up during daylight hours 
if you can. 

• When coming to a stop, leave 
enough room to maneuver around 
other cars if you sense trouble and 
need to get away. 

Carjackers may deliberately rear-end a 
car, taking valuables or driving off with 
the car when its driver gets out to check 
the damage. If another car lightly 
bumps your vehicle, be suspicious, ad¬ 
vises NCPC. Motion the other driver to 
follow you to a well-lighted, well- 
traveled area to exchange necessary in¬ 
formation. 

Finally, if in spite of all precau¬ 
tions, you are a victim of a carjacker, 
give up the car without an argument or 
struggle. Resistance could cost you 
your life.

The Swinging Bridge

“Noontime, June time, down around the 
river.” So sang the Hoosier poet, James Whit¬ 
comb Riley. If he had substituted creek for 
river, he would have been describing one of my 
favorite childhood haunts. I suppose everyone 
has some special place in memory, some even 
recent. But most likely it is a place and time of 
his youth. Perhaps the earlier years are 
remembered because they come at an impres¬ 
sionable age; the world is young and its worries 
are not with us. So it was with me, and the place 
was where the swinging bridge spanned the 
waters of Pope Creek. 

" The bridge, built for strictly practical 
reasons, had been there for many ears. Farmers 
had built it to create a shortcut between 
pastures, and school children used h to reach 
the country schoolhouse on the opposite side of 
the creek. It consisted of two stout steel cables 
three feet apart and anchored firmly to trees on 
each bank. Suspended from the cables, and 
wired securely to them were four-foot widths of 
heavy hogfencing. The bottom edge of the ver¬ 
tical panels were wired to a three-foot; section 
of that same hogwire. One the bottom panel 
was a series of wooden planks the entire length 
of the bridge. Six-foot ladders at each end com¬ 
pleted the structure. 

There was a deep hole near one bank, but 
most of the creek channel was fairly shallow 
unless there had been a recent thunderstorm 
upstream. Then, for a day or two, it was a wild 
stream. It was not a good place to swim, as the 
water was cold, the holes de*p but not wide, 
and the shallows were only good for wading. 
But wading was dangerous...there were patches 


of innocent clean sand a few inches under the 
water that really was quicksand, a most decep¬ 
tive place to walk. I had a firsthand experience 
with that deadly surface on a beautiful, cool 
May morning. My father and I, armed with a 
seine and minnow bucket, went to Pope Creek 
to gather minnows for fish bait. There were 
countless shoals of those tiny fish, all we needed 
to do was surround them with the seine. I strip¬ 
ped off my clothes and with one end of the 
seine in my hands, waded out into the stream. 

I was perhaps 12 years old at the time, but 
this type of chore was old hat for me. My father 
stood on shore while 1 made a quick circular *■ 
sweep with my end of the seine. Halfway i 
across, the sand under my feet seemed to slip 
and slide and I could feel myself sinking. I 
scrambled as hard as I could and made it safely 
to the bank, shivering with a combination of 
cold air, cold water and plain fright. I have 
always had a healthy respect for quicksand. 

The month of May was month of beauty. 
The trees, and there were many, were giant 
bouquets of green. The oaks and maples would 
be a riot of red and gold when autumn arrived, 
and some of their leaves would show up on 
schoolteachers’ desks. But this was spring. 
April, always a chancy month in the Midwest, 
had been succeeded by the glories of May. 
Everything was bursting with life, the birds 
were singing, flowers were everywhere and the 
mushrooms by the moldy logs exploded into 
life, born of rich soil and hot sun. It was a time 
of new growth, a resurrection of nature and a 
time of excitement for small boys with romantic 
minds.

Nichols creates realistic and lively 
dialogue, and he wonderfully instills a gut-level 
heart and soul to his lusty cast of characters.

Public hearing July 6 
for assessing utility tax 


Sierra Madre City Council at last week’s meeting 
announced a public hearing on Tuesday, July 6, 
6:30 p.m., at which time they will discuss and hold 
a public hearing concerning an ordinance as a vehicle 
for assessing a utility users’ tax in Sierra Madre. 

A subsequent ordinance, concerning the amount 
of the tax, will be adopted after community input, 
with the probable amount to be 6 percent. If 
that is the percentage implemented, the city could 
raise $601,838 per year in a probable three-year period, 

with this tax. 

The council holds the right to keep the tax at 
6 percent or lower it within that three-year period. 

On June 1, 15 and 29, the council will discuss 
the city budget and regular meetings this month 
are set on June 8 and 22 “to give the community 
as much time as possible to understand the city’s 
budget and need to raise more revenue,” agreed 
staff and the council. 

At last week’s meeting, the council gave a nod 
to Harold J. Spears at 825 Auburn Ave., paving the 
way for a lot split, one parcel of 59,854.3 square 


feet and the other, 31,552.7 square feet. 

A public hearing is set for June 8 to overrule 
the actions of the May 11 council meeting concerning 
an appeal filed by J. K. Ingrao at 611 W. Orange 
Grove. City Attorney Charles Martin indicated 
that a tied vote by the Planning Commission pre¬ 
cludes the City Council from sustaining the action 
of the commission. Therefore, he urged the council 
to reconsider its action of May 11 and consider an 
appeal. 

Martin explained that an abstension (of which 
there was one when the Planning Commission voted 
on the matter) reflects a vote with the majority. 
Because there was a tie vote, it is necessary for the 
council to reconsider, he said. 

Ingrao had applied for a variance to install a 
5-foot wrought iron fence in the front yard of his 
home at 661 W. Orange Grove. Ave. 

A public hearing is scheduled for the June 8 
meeting concerning weed abatement. As of May 25, 
1993, only three properties listed had not begun 
abatement corrections.

this year. 

“We have asked staff to look into this. We are 
trying to be proactive.” he explained. 

Mayor Bartolai asked if another meeting could 
be set immediately to discuss this problem and sug¬ 
gested June 15, at the adjourned meeting next week. 

MacGillivray said, “Let’s just hassle the kids. 
Get a patrol up there. Increase police presence.” 

The question came up of how to enforce plan¬ 
ting trees to take the place of those removed. 

MacGillivray asked, “If the tree is removed, do 
we ask the owner to place a tree in the same area. 
What tree does he put in? Do we give him a list?” 

The need for a tree ordinance came up and the 
council was assured by Assistant City Administrator 
Sean Joyce that action was taking place concerning 
establishing this ordinance. 

Margaret Buckner feels that the council should 
check on code enforcement. “So many codes are 


violated. We need more attention paid to speeding, 
parking.” 

She discussed the recent problem of trash bar¬ 
rels being set on fire, how she had attempted to get 
in touch with various staff members and was unable 
to find anyone at city hall. 

“Who’s responsible? Who’s watching the 
store? I went to the Police Department and waited 
for five minutes. Who’s accountable,” she asked. 

She was assured by the mayor that the situation 
had been addressed. 

Betty Garvin said she had attempted to buy the 
book on the commissions in Sierra Madre and no 
one knew the price. She also wanted to buy a copy of 
the budget but no one knew where they were kept. 

“Are volunteers to the city covered under the ci¬ 
ty’s insurance?

I just got a new seven week old puppy. What is 
the best way to housebreak him? 

Crate-training is one of the most effective 
means to housebreak a puppy. Crating works with 
a dog's natural instincts to be in a den and keep it 
clean. Most dog swill not foul their sleeping or eat¬ 
ing area. The use of a crate may also reduce 
destructiveness by focusing a puppy's natural incli¬ 
nations to chew on items that you've chosen, dog 
toys not furniture. Start leaving your puppy in the 
crate for a few hours a day. As he gets older you 
can leave him for longer periods of time. 
Remember, puppies can't go very long without eat¬ 
ing, drinking or relieving themselves so it is impor¬ 
tant to set up a schedule to accomodate his needs. 
Make sure you take him outside frequently and 
praise him when he goes. If you spot an accident 
in the house, do not punish him by rubbing his 
nose in it.

Source reduction fees set 


An ordinance 
establishing fees for 
residential, commercial 
and industrial uses to 
fund Arcadia’s source 
reduction and recycling 
element of the County 
Integrated Waste 
Management Plan was 
adopted on a unanimous 
vote at last week’s 
meeting of the Arcadia 
City Council. 

A fee of 30 cents per 
month per residential 
unit will be established to 
fund the cost of prepar¬ 
ing, adopting im¬ 
plementing and ad¬ 
ministering the man-- 
dated program. The fee 
will be billed as a mon¬ 
thly service charge and 
will appear with the bill 
for refuse service. 

The commercial refuse 
fee will be determined by 
gross monthly receipts, 
and Santa Anita Park 
will pay $10,059 each 
quarter. 


In other action, the 
council voted 4-1, with 
Councilman Robert Har- 
bicht casting the opposi¬ 
tion vote, to hire ARM 
Tech to review the city’s 
risk management and 
employee benefit 
programs and to 
authorize an appropria¬ 
tion of $13,500 from the 
insurance fund for the 
study. Councilman Har- 
bicht objected because 
only one firm was con¬ 
tacted and the board had 
only one proposal for 
consideration. 

The council also set 
June 15 for a public 
hearing on an appeal of 
the Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s approval of a pro¬ 
posed two-story, single¬ 
family residence with a 
subterraneam garage and 
workship area in the 
1800 block Oakwood 
Ave. The council, acting 
as the Arcadia 
Redevelopment Agency, 


approved a request to 
consider a motor vehicle 
detailing sales showroom 
in the 100 block La Porte 
St. 

Sgt. Maj. Gary An¬ 
drews of the National 
Guard made a presenta¬ 
tion to the council, ex¬ 
pressing thanks to the 
police department and to 
the city. The council also 
presented a plaque to 
Howard Walker, a 
reserve police officer, on 
his retirement. 

Jack Saelid, who serv¬ 
ed two terms of the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council from 
1974-82, spoke to the 
council to express his op¬ 
position to the removal 
of Bill Woolard as Ar¬ 
cadia Planning Director. 
City Manager Don 
Duckworth asked for 
Woolard’s resignation in 
a reorganization plan. 
Saelid criticized the 
council for not stopping 
the City Manager’s ac¬ 
tion.
